Although th«f U a cry of ‘ peace, 
peace!” from all quarters of the world, 
history prom that la no new thing. The 
prophets declared a hundred years sgo 
that the sword gras on the point of be¬ 
ing converted Into a sickle.

Mitchall, Major Higgins and Capt 
Mercer, out of flvs shots, made five 
bull’s eyata.- Some of these‘shoot-offs of 
ties promised to continue indefinitely, as 
eath man mads centre shots repeatedly 
until the money wns divided. 

"These men from all over Canada are 
being taught dully, not only to shoot 
but what is still more important as 
proved by the deadly work of the Boera, 
to estimate distances and the wind. In 
this is nine-tenths of tbs work of the 
marksman. 

"If the occasion arisen, here is s noble 
force of sharpshooters that would make 
s terrible struggle against the men of 
the States. The north temperate son© 
of the Western Hemisphere seems to 
breed men who can handle the rifle and 
pistol, and who can face tbs shell and the 
steel, but resent developments on 
th*.battlefield show that accuracy Is the 
chief roNanee of armies of to-day. Can¬ 
ada la inferior to the United States in 
men, though not hi mettle, and they off¬ 
set numbers right now by superior pro¬ 
ficiency with rifles.”

The time is opportune for giving a few 
data concerning the men who have actu¬ 
ally made the Japan of to-day. It is no 
easy matter to single out for notice the 
leaders when there are so many who 
have done so much. The difficulty is 
enhanced by the fact that there are liv¬ 
ing and working aide by side in that 
country two sett of men, and these can¬ 
not be classed together. There are those 
of the old school, to whose energy is 
due the first and most difficult of the 
stops towards modern enlightenment, 
and the younger generation of politicians, 
who were* children when feudalism was 
abolished, and have had the advantages 
of a foreign education since that time. 

In this article I will confine inys If 
to the men of the old school, and to only 
such of them as are actually leaden of 
Japan to-day. 

There are many parties and groups In 
modern Japanese politics. Roughly 
speaking, and to simplify this article, 
we can class there nnder three hands. 
There are the so-called “Liberals” who 
would bare been more properly styled 
“Constitutionalists,” with the Marquis 
I to as their figurehead, and the astute 
though unobtrusive Count Inouye as 
their brain centre. 

There are the “Progressives,” under

Between these two is the Military 
party, actnally In power now. The pres¬ 
ent premier is Viscount Kstsnrs. but the 
real head of the party is Marquis Yama- 
gats. 

Finally there Is the Marquis Saign, 
who has a certain following, but whose 
Influence fn politics just now is of the 
negative order. 

Five Lenders. 

Thfse five personalities, Ito, Inouye. 
Okniun, Yuuuuinta and Nauru. each of 
them well on in years, are all of the old 
school of politician*, and between them, 
when we omit'others who hare died or 
retired, may be aaid to be the builders 
of modern Japan. 

They have bad the unique experience 
of having been grown up men when Ja¬ 
pan was nnder the dark rulo of feudal¬ 
ism, of bringing about and witnessing 
all the changes that have taken place 
between that state and th» present, and 
of actually finding themselves now rulers 
of a modern civilised power, with a navy 
run on British Iin h, an army which 
has taken its example from Germany, 
legislature which is based on th& Code 
Napoleon and a constitution which is as 
modern ns any in the world. A politi¬ 
cian to have lived through the corre- 
spondtag Change* in England would be 
at the present day some 000 years old. 

Among the five I have named, the 
Marquis Ito ntands out more effectively 
than the others; this is partly because 
be hns figured in thb eyes of the world 
at large ns the man who is essentially 
the foreign politician of the country, and 
the one whom we have seen and knowu 
over here. 

Count Inouye, though to nil intents and 
puvpor-ew of the Ito party, aud who, as 
a matter of fact, la responsible for mnoh 
of the initiative and carrying through of 
the striking measures which have be»n 
passed under the Ito regime, has enor¬ 
mous influence with all parties. While 
Ito may be said to be the figurehead in 
Japanese politics, Inonye is undoubtedly 
the wire-puller. 

He hns s quick, alert face, and pos¬ 
sesses n strong sense of humor. H< 
norer plays to the gallery, and cares lit I 
tic. for public appreciation. Ho hns a 
more profound knowledge of economics 
than any other Japanese statesman, ab¬ 
solute - confidence in himself, and a cor¬ 
responding humble opinion of others. Ho 
is md< k-tempervd. «nd impatl*»ot with 
those who wonld advise him. He is per¬ 
sistent aud untiring, and he has a way 
of eatrying his point in spite of oppo¬ 
sition.
